Common seuse has prevailed in the Illinois house, 


the revenue article of the constitution has been 
approved—decisively approved. 

The amendment merely frees the hands of the leg- 
islature and enables it to classify personal property 
for taxation in harmony with modern ideas and 
facts.

One of the most pressing needs of our military 
@efense is more officera Even our little regular 
army is seriously short of officers, owing to the fact 
that about 20 per cent are absent from their com- 
mands on staff assignment, on the important service 
of militia instruction, and on leave. : 

This condition, the result of congressional par 
simony or indifference, is demoralizing even in time 
of peace. But even the most casual layman, if he 
will stop a moment to think, must realize what it 
would mean if we were called upon to put a large 
mumber of men into the field. The state of mind 
which produces the Bryan theory of the miraculous 
creation of armies, “a million men in arms” spring- 
ing up from nowhere, will not bother about this 
phase of our unpreparedness. But American com- 


mon sense will recognize that if it {fs difficult to 


train raw civilians in the most favorable circum- 
stances, it is impossible to do so without trained 
men to do the training. | 

Furthermore, when war has begun the casualties 
nmong officers are very high and constitute a grave 
danger unless they can be promptly covered. On 
this point the British Army and Navy Gazette 
makes some remarks worthy of congressional con- 
sideration: , 

“Our casnalties fn regimental, and particularly 
among company officers,” says this journal, “have 
been extraordinarily heavy since the war com- 
menced, even during the more or less sedentary 
warfare which has been so conapicuous a feature of 
the operations of the past few months; the offen- 
sive lately taken by us at Neuve Chapelle, and 
which, however successful so far as it went, was, 
after all, a comparatively minor operation, cost us 
very many valuable leaders; and {it has proved to 
us that the ultimate forcing back of the Germans 
and a victorious end to the campaign cannot be 
achieved without casualties to which all those al- 
ready suffered will be as nothing.

©. 8. writes: “ Will you kindly tel} me 
how to go about being vaccinated for 
typhoid. How many treatments does one 
have to take; how far apart? Are there 
any ill effects, and if #0, does one feel 
them at once? Is it safe to have a local 
doctor give the treatment—one who has 
never done it—and if so, where should he 
procure the serum so as to be sure that 
it ia gure? Is there any danger of con- 
tracting any other trouble if the serum 
is not good? Is there any danger in the 
treatment for a woman whose heart is 
not strong? Is the treatmend expensive?’ 


REPLY. 
Some physicians give the treatment in two 
injections, some in three. A ten day interval 
should elapse between injections. Most state 
boards of health furnish the vaccine. Your 
physician can obtain it from the state board or 
from ea vaccine laboratory. The danger is very 
slight, practically nil in persons under 3. A 
few days of malaise sometimes follows the [n- 
jection. I should say you would be safe in the 
hands of any clean, careful, level headed phy- 
sician. Rarely is it necessary to lay up after an 
injection. Most people kéep at work during 
the ten days or three weeks required for vacci- 

nation. The cost is small. —

Saved by Whitman. 


Anonymous works of fiction are not 
common nowadays. The novelis the very 
particular and especial art of the time 
and few so modest that they are not will- 
ing to try their pens upon it and to let 
the product of their brains go abroad 
branded with the name of the author. 
“ THE SEAS OF GOD ” (Hearst Interna- 
tional Library company) is an exception. 
No name appears upon the title page save 
that of Walt Whitman, which it attached 
to the quotation, ‘‘ Are they not all the 
seas of God?” 

Readers of “ The Anthology of Spoon 
River’ will remember how Caroline Bran- 
som, the victim of a sudden satiety of 
life, having gone to her suicide’s grave, 
begs for another incarnation and cries, 
“Save me, Shelley!” I Shelley’s eager 
philosophy could reconcile this violently 
excursive woman to another experiment 
with life, so the spirit of Walt Whitman 
and that alone could remove from Lydifa 


the stigma which she herself 
had placed upon it. She had an inheri- 
tance of unchastity—but none of vulgar- 
ity. Sensitive, yet ineurrectionary, ideal- 


ism in ite more exquisite forms, she fell 
quite easily in temptation. Indeed she 
appeared to think that temptation was 
something expressly created to yield to, 
but she paid heavily for her joys and 
advemtures—paid as only a woman could 
whocontinually visioned beautiful things.

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, she repudiated her life of ease and 
eensvality. e was saved by Whitman— 
by his lines, “ To a Common Prostitute.”

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STATE'S HEALTH 
LAWS HELD LAX 
Federal Report Declares I- 


linois Lives Are Weak- 
ly Guarded. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., May 21.—[Special.] 
~The Illinois state board of health, the 
health laws of the state, and the attitude 
of Illinoisans towards the betterment of 
health conditions are condemned in a re- 
port which will be made public tomorrow 
by the surgeon general of the United 
States public health service. 

The report was prepared by Dr. 8S. B. 
Grubbs of the federal service after a 
three months’ inveatigation of conditions 
in Llinois. 

‘After a careful study of the public 
health administration of Illinois,” the 
report says, “‘ the conclusion is reached 
that the present state board of health iz 
merely a licensing board, that its public 
health functions are not sufficiently de- 
veloped, and that some of the responsibil- 
ities that should devolve on it have either 
been assumed by other state departments 
or left undone.” g 


Makes These Recommendations. 

The report makes recommendations in- 
tended to place Illinois on a sound health 
basis. It says: 

“ The state department of health should 
be reorganized by establishing the follow- 
ing divisions: 

*“ Division of communicable diseases, 
division of sanitation, divisions of vital 
statistics, division of publicity and edu- 
cation, and division of examinations, reg- 
istration, and accounts.”” | 

The state outside of Chicago should be 
divided into at least eight districts with 
an inspector in each, a sanitary engineer 
should be named, births and deaths should 
be registered, the state board should be 
notified of certain diseases, vaccination 
should be required as a prerequisite to 
school attendance, occupational diseases 
should be studied and factories inspected 
to detect them, and communicable dis- 
eases should be placed under a stricter 
control. 

The system of permitting itinerant ven- 
ders license to sell their wares through- 
out the state is condemned vigorously. 
Aside frem the physical detriment and fi- 
nancial loss caused by unrestricted drug- 
ging, the report traces an outbreak of 
smallpox to an itinerant patent medicine 
seller who had a profuse smallpox erup- 
tion and explained that it was caused by 
the impurities of the biood that were being 
driven to the surface by the blood purifier 
he sold. 

Notwithstanding the present loose op 
ganization, a number of communicable 
diseases showed marked decreases in 1914 
over prior years. The recommendation 
is made that both typhoid and diphtheria 
antitoxin should be placed within the 
reach of all, without any cost to the per- 
sons receiving it. 


Dairy Inepection Under Fire. 

The present system of dairy inepection 
is not iked by the federal authorities. 
It recommends that the state board of 
health should be given supervision over 
the entire subject, with permission to 
call on the food and live stock boards for 
such information as it needs. The pree- 
ent system of employing local physicians, 
with private practices, to act as sanitary 
inspectore on a@ per diem basis is con- 
demned. 

The people of Illinois, according to the 
report, have not received progressive 
health legislation with favor. A vigorous

The city’s right to censor films was up- 


by the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. The decision was unanimous. It 
was signed by presiding Justice Francis 
B. Baker, Judge Kohisaat, and Judge 
Landis, the latter sitting as a Circuit 
judge during consideration of the cage. 

The case was that of the Mutual Film 
company and the H. & H. Film corpore- 
tion, which one year ago filed a sult in 
the United States District court for an 
injunction to restrain the city and the 
board of censors operating under Second 
Deputy Funkhouser from interfering with 
moving picture exhibitions. 

The complainants set up that the city’s 
cengorship was an abridgement of the 
rights guaranteed by the federal consti- 
tution and that it abridged freedom of the 
press und freedom of speech. The late 
Judge William H. Seaman, sitting as a 
District judge, heard the arguments and 
decided the cage in favor of the city. 


Offensive Films Issue. 

The decision of the Court of Appeals is 
an affirmation of the late Judge Seaman's 
ruling. Cutouts of white slave pictures 
and other offensive film features ordered 
by the city’s, cefisors prompted the filing 
of the sult «© ~ .

COURT CONSIDERING MOTION 
TO QUASH RIGGS BANK CASE. 


Washington, D. C., May 21—<At the con-~- 
clusion of five days of argument Justice 
McCoy of the district Supreme court took 
under advisement today the motion of 
the government to dismiss the euit 
prought by the Riggs National bank to 
enjoin Secretary McAdoo, Controller of 
the Currency Williams, and Treasurer 
Burke from alleged unlawful persecution 
of the bank. The justice indicated that 
he would endeavor to dispose of ft before 
July 1. 

In denying the prayer for an injunction 
pending litigation, Justice McCoy said 
that, without considering what evidence 
might hereafter be presented, there wae 
nothing in the record which showed the 
government officials had exercised arbi- 
trary power or power arbitrarily in re- 
gard to the refusal to select the Riggs 
bank as a reserve agency. 

“It geeme to me, on the record ase it 
stands, that the government officials 
would be remiss in their duty in selecting 
it as an agent for new applicant banks,” 
eaid the justice. ‘‘ The evidence here is 
of persistent violations of the law, and 
thoee violations did not begin when Mr. 
Williams came into office and they have 
continued to this day.” 

The court also considered the charge 
that Secretary McAdoo showed malice 
in an interview in his office with Riggs 
bank officials. The justice said it ap- 
peared bo him that the malice wae rather 
“on the other side.” 

Samuel Untermyer made the conclud- 
ing argument for the government after 
former Senator Bailey had closed for the 
bank.

BANKERS FAVOR 
WATERWAY PLAN 


Group 8 at Ashland Hears 
Gov. Dunne Explain 
the Project. . . 


WILL PAY FOR ITSELF. 


| {BY A STAPF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Ashland, Ul, May 21.—{Special.}—Gov, 
Dunne today gave it as his opinion, based 
upon engineering estimates, that the pro- 
posed Illinois waterway will pay for it- 
self without any direct tax upon the 
state except for interest on the bondsand 
overhead expenses for the first two years 
of the construction period. 

Bankers from ali over central and west- 
ern Illinois, in attendance at the group 
eight meeting of the Illinois State Bank- 
ers’ association, immediately suggested 
to the governor that this interest un- 
doubtedly would be met by the premium 
which state of Illinois bonds would com- 
mand at this time. 

The governor thereupon revised his 
forecast with the expression that the 
$5.000,000 project can be completed and 
paid for at the end of twenty years with- 
out any direct expense to the state. He 
carried the assurance that the income 
from water power and from tolls will 
raise the sinking fund neé@essary to pay 
off the necessary bond issue. 


Indorse Waterway Plan. 

So convincing was the governor's argu- 
ment that the bankers immediately 
adopted a resolution as follows? 

“We wish to indorse the plan for a deep 
waterway and respectfully recommend 
its adoption by the Illinois legislature.”
